Robert Murphy's most recent book. The Peregrine Falcon , was widely acclaimed 
when it appeared early this year. A professional writer, he joined the Sat- 
— , da y Evening Post in 1942 and served in various editorial capacities for twenty 
years . He published 44 short stories and a number of articles in The Post , and 
many elsewhere, before retiring as Senior Editor in 1962. Although he makes his 
heme in Pennsylvania, he is fond of the North and the Rockies; like Americans of 
an earlier day he feels most comfortable in lonely country where there is plenty 
of elbow room. 

The $7500.00 Dutton Animal Book Award, the largest literary prize in this field 
given by any publisher, was established in 1963 and is offered annually for a 
book- length work of adult fiction or nonfiction relating to animals. The contest 
is open to new writers as well as to previously published authors throughout 
the world. The closing date for the 1965 Dutton Animal Book Award is December
